LOCAL NEWS ITEMS

Mr. H. J. Maber was the guest of tile 
Calgary Bar Association at the banquet 
of the Alberta Law Society this week. 

Everything is all ready for the "olde 
tynie” dance, the last dance of the year, 
on Friday, December 30th. If you do 
not dance, come and hear the old-time 
tunes. Everybody invited. 

This once-a-week journal has difficulty 
in keeping pace with the record of events 
in the program of local sport. Hockey 
has first position just now, and interest 
is rapidly developing in the game and in 
the prospects of Vulcan senior team in 
the Wheatbelt league. The failure of 
High River to make their scheduled en¬ 
gagement here Thursday night was a 
disappointment, but the fans have not 
been without entertainment, and an op¬ 
portunity to get a line on our contenders.

The girls spent the 
evening at the home of a friend, where 
they were joined by Ferguson, who 
called to take them home in a car, which 
was a frequent practice. They were out 
on the road some distance when Fer¬ 
guson stopped the car on the pretext of 
a flat tire. When getting .into the car he 
struck Miss Richmond with a hammer 
and followed by striking Miss Raimey. 
Both girls managed to get out of the car 
and took to the field. Ferguson pursued 
them and continued the attack. lie then 
returned to the car and with it overtook 
the girls in the field. He jumped from 
the car and started shooting, killing one 
arid wounding the other. Then he made 
off and later was trailed by groups of the 
residents, for two days, but without esp- 
ture. Incidentally, on the day of the 
funeral of the victim, a little girl went 
into the neighborhood school and there 
discovered the body of the fugitive with 
the evidence of his own destruction. The 
young man, like the young girls, was 
well known and enjoyed the confluence 
and esteem of everybody. The only clue 
to the cause was the answer given by 
Fefguson to Miss Raimey when in the 
struggle and shooting she exclaimed that 
he had killed Viola—"Well, ahe would 
not marry me."

the municipal elections, giving to the 
ratepayers entire control in this re¬ 
spect. Between this and election days 
there is ample tirtie for the selection 
of candidates for memberships on the 
board.

WHY ADVERTISED GOODS SELL 

There are many reasons why ad¬ 
vertised goods sell best. In speaking 
of nationally advertised goods, for ex¬ 
ample. travellers are able to purchase i 
the same brand of cracker in the East 
as in the West, in the North as in the 
South—and all of them aye equally 
good and crisp. And the same prin¬ 
ciples apply to all merchandise and 
goods made or sold locally. The buy¬ 
er knows that a local advertiser is 
ready to stand behind his product be¬ 
cause his advertising is proof of his 
confidence. The advertiser is known 
and has pledged himself to stand 
back of his merchandise. He has giv¬ 
en his printed word to the general 
public and must keep it. It is the 
mark of good faith and is recognized 
by buyers the world over as such. Al¬ 
most without exception, all of the im¬ 
provements in packages, or other 
containers have been the direct out¬ 
come of advertising. 

WE HEARTILY AGREE 

The Canadian Jewellers’ Associa¬ 
tion is asking that passengers return¬ 
ing from overseas be required to 
•make a declaration as to their pur¬ 
chases. Judging from a limited ex¬ 
perience, this would seem to be a 
much needed customs reform. At 
present, a returning tourist who is 
bringing with him $40 to $50 worth 
of presents sometimes finds himself 
required to pay fluty on them, while 
a companion with purchases amount¬ 
ing to $400 or $500 gets off scot free. 
Naturally one is tickled at his “good 
luck,’’ and the other dissatisfied at 
what he considers injustice. It large 
ly depends on what sort of an inspec¬ 
tor one’s baggage fall into the hands 
of. A declaration would place upon 
the passenger the onus of telling ex¬ 
actly what he was bringing home and 
would result in greater uniformity of 
treatment. But, to avoid undue irri¬ 
tation, the change should be accom¬ 
panied by a regulation permitting 
abroad to bring with them $100 worth 
of personal purchases duty free. 
Combined with the declaration, the 
revenue would not suffer, and the ma¬ 
jority would be better pleased.—Oril¬ 
lia Packet. 

As an experiment the Quaker Oats 
Co. recently obtained four cars of 
spring wheat from Kamloops for the 
manufacture of “rolled wheat.” They 
consider this wheat better than that 
of the Prairies for this specific pur¬ 
pose. The product is new. 


I On one day, two apparently uncon¬ 
nected developments were featured as 
frontpage news in Canadian dailies. 
One story dealt with the repair work 
now under way following the floods in 
the New England States; the other 
with tremendous increase in the past 
year in the investment in Canadian 
water power development. The in¬ 
vestment in water powers in this 
country now totals some 1 $900,000,000 
—a figure larger than the total in¬ 
vestment in any other industry, isj 
there any connection between these 
two news items? Perhaps/' In New 
England, the great storage darns 
which have been erectfed as reservoirs 
for power development rendered a 
very important protective service dur¬ 
ing the floods. Thq only river in New 
England which is completely regulat¬ 
ed by storage dams is the Deerfield. 
It is significant that in the recent 
floods the Deerftjeld valley suffered 
least of all the flooded sections. Hy¬ 
dro electric development in Canada 
has brought similar benefits in its 
train. The Deerfield dam in New Eng 
land was erected by the New England 
Power Association. In Canada the 
I hydro electric companies and other 
I authorities have also erected storage 
dams. On the Gatineau, the Mercier 
; dam controls the flow of the water in 
I the lower regions of the river where 
j it is utilized by the International Pa¬ 
per Company’s developments. On the 
St. Maurice, the Gouin dam controls 
the flow for the power plants of the 
Laurentide Power Company and the 
Shawinigan Water and Power Com¬ 
pany, situated lower down the river. 

I Both these reservoirs are amongst the 
largest in the world. They were erec¬ 
ted by the Quebec government, but 
the companies which benefit from the 
regulation of the water pay charges- 
which, over a term of years, will re¬ 
pay the cost of the projects. Thus on 
two of the larger rivers of Quebec 
the flood danger has been reduced, if 
not entirely eliminated. And so, ev¬ 
ery new hydro power nlant which 
goes into operation—and they are go¬ 
ing to operate in increasing num¬ 
bers—provides three things, a sound 
investment, • a valuable service and 
lastly a regular flow of, water on the 
rivers on which they operate. The 
last is more than of passing import¬ 
ance for practically all streams are 
subiect to periodic high levels which 
certainly endanger capital investment 
and sometimes endanger human life. 
—Financial Post. 

HOW CAN ROADS BE KEPT OPEN 

The attention of nearly all the pro¬ 
gressive towns in Alberta is being 
centered upon the question of keeping 
the roads open during the winter 
months, says the editor of the Strath¬ 
more Standard. The advantage to the 
farmers of each district is very plain, 
and the financial results to the busi¬ 
ness men is very important. The mat¬ 
ter of transportation has changed 
very rapidly, and past methods of 
keeping roads open are entirely inad¬ 
equate. The amount of money invest¬ 
ed in automobiles is large and people 
can ill afford to have such an invest¬ 
ment without receiving satisfactory 
returns through the service that a car 
affords wheh it may be used. The 
question is a real community one, and 
the representatives of the Municipali¬ 
ties, Town Council, and the business 
men might very profitably get togeth¬ 
er and endeavor to solve the problem 
and it is a real problem. Everyone in 
the district is an interested party, 
either directly x5r indirectly. The mat¬ 
ter is too big for any one or gani za- 
tion to handle alone, but if all get to¬ 
gether it can be solved.

ACT TO BE ENFORCED 

Unless strenuous efforts were made 
atonce to eradicate the perennial sow 
thistle, and unless those efforts were 
maintained, W. S. Stephens, field com 
missioher of the provincial depart¬ 
ment of agriculture, in the course of 
an interview, predicted that inside ten 
years the province of Alberta would 
be as badly polluted and as seriously 
handicapped in its agricultural pur¬ 
suits as the worst portions of the Un¬ 
ited States. This subject loomed 
large a metting of the municipal dis¬ 
tricts of Shepard held on Friday af¬ 
ternoon, at which Mr. Stephens was 
the principal speaker. Mr. Stephens 
stated that there was reason why far¬ 
mers should not be able to identify 
the di fferent kinds of noxiou s weeds, 
nor should they have difficulty in get¬ 
ting rid of them. They could gpt that 
information, he said, from the provin¬ 
cial department of agriculture or 
from the field inspectors. The trouble 
with farmers making a failure of 
their work in coping with the weed 
nuisance was because they had not 
made a study of the proper methods 
of eradiction. A businessman if he 
found obstacles in his path set out to 
right them, but there were many far¬ 
mers who did nothing qt all in bat- 
| tling with noxious weeds. 

WHEAT GRADING 

At .the Lethbridge constituency U. 
F.A. annual meeting held at Leth¬ 
bridge last week, the following reso¬ 
lution from Magrath was. presented, 
calling for action on wheat grading. 
There appears to be widespread dis¬ 
satisfaction over grades this year as 
the following indicates; “From his 
crop of No. 1 Northern wheat thresh¬ 
ed in 1923 Geo. Bone retained a bin 
full for seed, andsome to-be sold and 
exchanged for flour. During eacn 
of the year 1924, 1925' and 1926 a load 
was sold and exchanged for flour. 
Each year the wheat graded No. 1 
when sold. This year a grist from 
the same bin of the same wheat grad¬ 
ed No. 3. Mr. Bone still has one more 
load in the granary. He has been ad¬ 
vised by his neighbors to sell, as next 
year, the way wheat is being graded, 
it will be a six.”

THE CHICAGO FAIR 

Trelle, Peace River Wheat Grower, 

States Canadians Given Unfair 
Chance 

There should be at least one Cdha- 
diajj judge on the judging board of 
the Chicago Hay and Grain Show, 
since the difference in judging stand¬ 
ards at" present gives Canadian exhi¬ 
bitors there an unfair chance, accord¬ 
ing to Herman Trelle, of Peace River, 
Alta., winner of the reserve sweep- 
stakes for hard red winter wheat at 
the show, and/ last year’s champion 
wheat- grower, who passed throughT 
wheat grower. 

Mr. Trelle stated that the exhibits 
from the United States were all 
grown under irrigation for exhibition 
purposes, and were practically “hand¬ 
picked” .The exhibits were not aepre- 
sentative of the general crop, as were 
the Canadian exhibits, Mr. Trelle said 
and the American judges did net un¬ 
derstand dry farming as it' obtained 
in Canada. If Canadian exhibitors 
are to have a fair chance, they must 
be represented by at least one judge 
from Canada who understands dry 
farming methods, he stated. The fact 
was disregarded at the show this year 
and the judging baSed on irrigation 
farming, and Canadian exhibitors lost 
out.

However, he 
expressed himself well pleased with 
the outcome of his first exhibition of 
the new grade, and quite satisfied 
with the result of the show.

McMurray Sands Contain from 12 to 
18 Per Cent of Bitumen and What 

is known as Ashphalt Cement. 

Alberta has long believd that in the 
tar sands deposits of the McMurray j 
area it possesses an asset that will | 
prove of value to the country, says 
the Calgary Herald. For two years | 
experiments with this material as a j 
road-surf acing agent have- been made I 
at Jasper Park. By'somewhat crude | 
processes bituminous sands of the 
north were broken down. By present¬ 
ly costly methods it was transported ! 
to Jasper where it was used as a sur- ' 
faee on some 40,000 square yards of 
highway. Part of the pavement was 
in use for more than a year. A Do¬ 
minion government publication now 
states that the experiment has been a 
success and that it has proved that A1 
berta bituminous sand can be used for 
the construction of the highest class 
of asphalt wearing surfaces. Cost re-j 
mains a consideration. Evqft by the i 
rough and small production un^ertat-i 
en for this experiment the<3fst is 
shown to be not more than that'of im 
ported asphalt laid in EdfflCrtlton. The ] 
experts ‘under whose direction this 
work was carried on are satisfied that 
with improved equipment, large scale 
production, and adequate rail accom¬ 
modation, these tar sands can be 
brought to the use of the province at 
a materially reduced cost. They re- [ 
port that the material can be employ- I 
ed for surfacing city and country! 
roads, as a source of high grade, re- [ 
fined bitumen admirably adapted for | 
paving purposes, for paints and allied 
uses, and as a potential source of 
gasoline, kerosene lubricating and 
fuel oils. In other countries tar 
sands containing not more than 7 per 
cent of bitumen (asphalt cement) 
have been successfully used as paving 
material. The McMurray sands con¬ 
tain from 12 to 18 percent of bitumen. 
The University of Alberta as well as 
the Dominion govemment*department 
has been conducting experiments with 
these sands and there is now a confi¬ 
dent expectation that they will prove 
to be a valuable resource, especially; 
in relation to road construction.

New Manitoba Liquor law is Like 

Alberta’s. Beer May be Sold in j 
Dining Cars 

During the debate on the second 1 
reading of the Manitoba liquor-con- j 
trol bill in the legislature, a number 
of new clauses were revealed which! 
had not been previously noted in the; 
125-page bill. 

Following are some of the features] 
of the thrde hundred provisions not] 
hitherto reported: 

The commission will be empowered 
to grant licenses to railway dining 
cars to sell beer and wine by the glass 
or bottle. The railway operating the 
dining car must purchase from the [ 
commission and sell only within the 
borders of Manitoba under the pro¬ 
vincial license. 

All applicants for a license will be 
compelled to advertise the fact that 
they seek a license in the Manitoba! 
Gazette and in the newspapers cir-| 
cuating in the municipality in whi^Jj; 
they propose to operate a beer parlor . 1 

A person holdng a general permit.] 
who is ahout to be absent from his] 

| regular place of residence may secure! 
:t special permit, affording the right 
j to consume liquor at a suinmfe, camp, i 
j Provision, however, is maWHkthat 
the camp-be situated at least 2Wniles 
from a city or tovvn in which a gov¬ 
ernment liquor store is located.

WOMAN ASPHYXIATED 

A Lethbridge woman, Mrs. Wing 
was found dead in the bathroom on 
Friilay morning last, about one 
o’clock when the husband returned 
home from his work. Investigation 
followed find the cause of death was 
definitely established as burnt gas 
fumes, due to the chimney flu becom¬ 
ing clogged. The theory that burnt 
gas was the cause of death is sub¬ 
stantiated by a canary in a cage in the 
kitchen found dead. The deceased 
was the sole occupant of .the house, 
there being no children. The house 
is a small one of the bungalow type 
heated by a gas furnace and a rad¬ 
iant ventless gas stove in the sitting 
room from which the other rooms lead 
and in which there was no outlet for 
the gas in the way of a chimney. 
Whether the gas fumes originated in 
the furnace through the chimney be¬ 
ing clogged or from the stove has yet 
to be determined. The Gas Company i 
officials in this connection wish to ut¬ 
ter the strongest possible warning to 
householders to investigate and see 
that flues from furnaces and gas , 
stoves are absolutely clear for the es¬ 
cape of fumes from the burned gas. 
These fumes are deadly when through 
failure to escape by the chimney, they 
back up and become diffuser! through 
the house, especially these cold days 1 
whe n v e ntilation i s lik e ly t o b e-at—a--,
